Defire you M. Per, and all my Diſſenting Brethren to Conſider, and 
J then Anſwer this : 4 

Firſt, What validity or ſecurity can any pretended or deſigned . 
future New Law or C#arter have, when we ſee fo many of the preſent 
Laws we already have way be, and are by the Di/pinfing Power Dsſpenſed 
with ? Have we, or can we have any Higher Power here in. England, 
than King, Lords and Commons in Parliament Aſſembled * The Laws that 
are now Di/penſed with and rendred uſeleſs, were they not made by that 
Power? Pray tell me, can your New Charter [ it you had it ] be 
made by any Higher or other Power ? And-M, Pen, let your Brethren, 
-and us know your mind honeftly, Do youthink there is any Temporal 
or Spiritua/-Power here in England above the Diſpencing Power ? And 
can you make it appear tous -? 

Shall your New Charter have a Penalty inſerted to be inflicted on the 
infringers or breakers of ic or no 2 if not, what will your New Charter 

-ſignifie ? Not three skips of a Louſe; and if it have a Penalty, Can- 
'not any King by his Prerogative and Authority Royal, Diſpence with the 
Penalty? And what will it ſignifie'then ? 

That you need not doubt at all, but may be certain of this ; you 
ſhall hear what Rowan Carbolicks have already told us, and judg'd isthe 
Law in this matter ; nay, and ſuch a Right ſo inherent and fo inſepara- 
ble from the Crown, That a King cannot diveſt himſelf of it if he would, 
nor is bound by his Word or any Declaration he makes, no not inor 
by Parliament, 

Take it in M. R., Lavghorns own words in his Book, touching the 
Kings Right in Diſpenſing with Penal Laws, p. 3, 4. That thu Truſt, 
end thu Power of Diſpencing with Penal Laws, are inſeparably united unto 
the Royal Perſon of the King, that be cannct transfer, grue away or ſaparate 
the yo from himſelf ; conſequently is is inherent im bu Royal Pirſon, that is, 
in bu Crown. Coke lib. 7. fol. 36. 

That the King cannot by bu Grant, nor yet by Aft of Parliament, B
